Arms supply revealed 
Americans evacuated 


WASHINGTON (UPl) — 
a censored 
transcript today provided some of the 
answers behind the latest congressional 
effort to supply controversial arm s to 
Nationalist China. 
It showed 
Chairman L. Mendel Riv­ 
ers, 
D-S.C., 
almost 
singlehandedly 
brought about the House Armed Serv­ 
ices Committee approval of a loan to 
Taiwan Formosa of three surplus, con­ 
ventionally - powered, 
attack 
subma­ 
rines. 
The Nixon administration did not ask 
for the subs. It was not asked about them. 


The State and Defense Departments had 
no comment about the committee action. 
“ It’s not the first time we’ve done 
something the administration didn’t re­ 
quest,” Rivers told the House Rules 
Committee on Feb. 10 shortly before it 
cleared the measure for floor action. 
The submarines were tucked 
into a 
relatively routine warship loan bill slat­ 
ed to be approved by the House Wednes­ 
day. Its future in the Senate, however, is 
uncertain. 
Last year the Senate refused to go along 
with a House amendment to the foreign aid 


bill that would have given Nationalist Chi­ 
na an extra $54.5 million in military aid 
and authorization to buy a squadron of 
F4 Phantom fighter - bombers. Critics 
warned the planes would equip Nationalist 
China with an ability and possible incen­ 
tive to attack Mainland China. 
Rep. 
Lucien N. Nedzi, D-Mich., an 
Armed Services Committee 
member 
who opposed the Phantom 
jets 
last 
year, said he 
was not concerned about 
the submarines. 
“ I don’t think they’re going to alter 
the balance of power there frankly.” 


VIENTIANE, 
Laos (UPI) -U .S . offi­ 
cials tonight evacuated 
most Ameri­ 
cans from the refugee and logistical sup­ 
port base of Sam Thong in the face of 
advancing North V ietnamese troops who 
seized two key posts six and eight miles 
away, both within easy artillery range. 
Sam Thong is about 
75 miles north 
of Vientiane 
and 
30 
miles south of 
east - west Highway 7 leading westward 
from the Plain of Jars. 
Long Cheng, 
six miles to the southeast of Sam Thong, 
is main headquarters for Gen. Vang Pao’s 
American - trained clandestine army. 


The U.S. - administered hospital at 
Sam Thong was evacuated during the day 
and civilian refugees in the area began 
streaming to the south and west ahead 
of an attack force estimated at 2,000 
Communists. Most U.S. personnel were 
flown out to safety. 
Conflicting reports at the end of the 
day 
indicated that government forces 
under 
Van Pao, leader of the Meo Hill 
tribe 
warriors, may have succeeded in 
retaking one of the two captured posi­ 
tions.

80 cent tax increase next year

Isla Vista property taxpayers may be 
tagged with an unprecedented 80-cent 
increase in their tax levy for 1970-71 
as a result of the riots in the cam­ 
pus - bordering Goleta Valley communi­ 
ty late in February. 
Typical code area taxes in the com­ 
munity of more than 11,000 persons — 
mostly students residing in apartment 
complexes — range in the vicinity of 
$10.70 or higher, constituting one of the 
highest tax rates in Santa Barbara Coun­ 
ty. 
The stiff increase loomed after the 
Board of Supervisors received a re­ 
port on alternative methods of financing 
costs of an approved five-man sh eriffs 
foot patrol, to augment present vehicle 
patrols in the area adjacent to Univer­ 
sity of California, Santa Barbara. The 
foot officers, it is planned, would dou- 
ble as community relations personnel to 
“ communicate better” with the student 
population and young non-students of the 
area. 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. 
Johnson reported that the 80-cent boost 
was likely if the Board of Supervisors 
pursues its policy of requiring areas 
seeking extra law enforcement to pay for 
it on a local basis. 
Total costs for the extra sh eriffs de­ 
tail, including salaries, fringe bene­ 
fits and equipment for the new tax year 
would be about $105,000, and could be 
placed on County Service Area No. 31 
wmcn takes in the community of Isla 
Vista and Immediate environs, he said. 


County ordinances governing serv­ 
ice areas allow for local 
taxation for 
extra police protection as well as for 
other services local in nature, including 
street sweeping, lighting and recrea­ 
tional area developments. 
The 80-cent tax hike, if applied to Isla 
Vistans, would be on top of the present 
7-cent levy for County Service Area No. 
31. 
Supervisors agreed to utilize $15,000 
in county funds to pay estimated extra­ 
police costs in Isla Vista for the remain­ 
der of the current fiscal year ending 
June 30. Earlier, they had approved 
Sheriff James W. Webster’s request 
for the detail 
The supervisors, however, face the 
biggest decision later this year, when 
they decide how to finance the extra men 
on a year-round basis. 
Supervisor Daniel G. Grant, of Goleta 
Valley, 
Sheriff 
Webster and Johnson 
were named to form a committee to stu­ 
dy the matter and report back with 
recommendations of where the money 
should come from in the 1970-71 fiscal 
year starting July 1. 
The supervisors received some strong 
indications that taxpayers in other parts 
of the county remote from Isla Vista 
do not feel they should share in riot- 
prevention costs near the UC Santa Bar­ 
bara campus. 
County Taxpayers Assn. represents 
tive Richard Temple said his office has 
received hundreds of phone calls and let­ 
ters from persons — most of them in 
the north county and particularly SanL 
Maria Valley areas — protesting any 


plan to assess the extra costs county- 
wide. 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell, of Santa 
Maria, 
foremost critic on the board of 
the UCSB administration and student dis­ 
orders, said he felt his constituents 
would be against sharing the costs. 
“ The agency that should bear this ex­ 
tra cost is the University of California 
itself,” he maintained, contending the 
UCSB administration should “ better con­ 
trol” its student body. 
Johnson had told the board earlier 
that his try for state reimbursement 
funds received a “ negative” response 
from Sacramento. 
Grant urged holding off immediate ac­ 
tion on the problem, saying he felt the 
Isla Vista taxpayers should have warn­ 
ing of what is being considered. He said 
meetings he attended in the community 
involving students and property tax­ 
payers indicated that the extra foot de­ 
tail was wanted. 
Supervisor Joe J. Callahan, of Santa 
Barbara, felt the three - member com­ 
mittee should study possibility of chang­ 
ing the formula of providing one officer 
per 
1.200 persons in unincorporated 
areas. He felt this formula was unrealis­ 
tic for Isla Vista, in view of unrest 
there. The committee said it would con­ 
sider this in making its recommenda- 
tions 
Grant said that, meanwhile, the coun­ 
ty will be in contact with University 
of California officials to see what aid 
they can give. The county is to make a 
presentation before a meeting of the 
UC Board of Regents soon. 


WASHINGTON (UPI)— President Nix­ 
on today lifted his freeze on federally 
assisted 
state and local construction 
proiects, releasing $1.2 billion in fed­ 
eral funds for immediate use. 
The action was announced in a presi­ 
dential statement. Nixon also called for 
programs to reduce mortgage interest 
rates and to increase the supply of con­ 
struction workers to snap home build­ 
ing out 
of a slump and cut the sky­ 
rocketing cost of housing. 


House GOP leader Gerald Ford, meet­ 
ing with newsmen following a conference 
with Nixon .at the White House, was 
asked if lifting the freeze on construc­ 
tion, imposed last September, indic ated 
administration concern that the economy 
is passing from inflation into a reces­ 
sion

as the future is concerned is nil,” Ford 
replied. “ This administration has force­

His statement made no mention of Un­ 
ruh, 
who filed his nomination pape rs 
Monday, but criticized 
Reagan for his 
failure to cope effectively with the prob­ 
lems of urban and campus unrest and his 
change in stand in the income tax with­ 
holding plan. 
“ The people of California have paid a 
high price for Reagan’s lack of experi­ 
ence and judgment. He has switched his 
position lately and now supports 
in­ 
come tax withholding. But will he do so 
after the election if he wins again?” 
Yorty said. 
Yorty said directly related to the 
state’s 
fiscal 
policy was the confu­ 
sion bordering on chaos in school sys­ 
tems all the way from elementary 
to 
higher education. 
“ Continued failure by the state to keep 
an old commitment to pay at least half 
the cost of elementary and secondary 
education had led our teachers to spon­ 
sor an initiative proposition which, 
if 
adopted, 
will force the state to assume 
more of the tax burden now being paid 
by home owners,” the statement said. 
Yorty, who said schools should be the 
state’s first priority, said the state has 
also 
failed to solve other urban prot>- 
lems, “ whether it be in the field 
of 
youth and senior citizen affairs, of hous­ 
ing, welfare, health, or employment.”

nity and government agencies. 
Employes lost an estimated $2 
million in wages and gambling 
resorts lost about $60(]j:)00 a day 
in gross gambling receipts. The 
state lost $31,000 a day in 
gambling revenues. 
Numerous conventions were 
cancelled 
and 
layoffs 
had 
started 
in businesses which 
supplied the strip resorts with 
food, 
beverages,

The one-day 
postponement 
coincided with reports from 
Phnom Penh that Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese officials, 
in their meeting Monday with 
the Cambodian foreign minis­ 
ter, 
refused to discuss the

of their

40,000 troops from Cambodia. 
No 
reason was given for 
Sihanouk’s decision to stay in 
Moscow 
one more day, the 
third time he has done it in his 
attempt to get Soviet backing 
for the withdrawal of the Viet 
Cong 
and North Vietnamese 
soldiers. 
The Soviet leadership’s prom­ 
ise 
today 
made 
no direct 
mention of the troops or what 
the Kremlin was going to do 
about Sihanouk’s warning that 
their presence has created an 
anti-Communist movement in 
Cambodia that could replace 
his government with one closer 
to the United States. 
The Soviet news agency Tass 
said the Cambodian chief of 
state 
and 
Kremlin officials 
agreed alleged American ag­ 
gression in l.aos and Vietnam 
was the main reason for all the 
problems in Southeast Asia. 
Tass said the Soviet govern­ 
ment told Sihanouk he “could 
continue relying on the Soviet 
Union for all-round support in 
the struggle against imperialist 
provocations and interference 
in her affairs, for the safe­ 
guarding 
of 
neutrality 
and 
guaranteeing 
her 
territorial 
integrity and sovereignty.’’ 
The statement left it open for 
interpretation whether the final 
six words meant the Soviets 
would pressure the Viet Cong 
and 
North 
Vietnamese 
to 
remove 
their 
troops 
from 
Cambodia. 
On the eve of Sihanouk’s 
arrival in Peking, Communist 
China proclaimed its support 
for his neutralist policies but 
made no mention of the Viet 
Cong 
and North Vietnamese 
troops he wants to throw out of 
Cambodia.

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“ This has come close to being 
a miracle,’’ Tulsa Police and 
fire commissioner BradScheer 
said of the absence of injuries.

in Cambodia 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)-Two 
alleged mutineers who coman- 
deered the U.S. munitions ship 
Columbia Eagle and pirated her 
to Cambodia have been granted 
political asylum there. 
Sen. Mark 0. Hatfield, R- 
Ore., identified the two crew­ 
men as Clyde McKay, Escondi­ 
do, Calif., and Alvin Glatkow­ 
ski, Long Beach, Calif. 
Hatfield, who has been in 
contact with the State Depart­ 
ment because the ship is owned 
by the Columbia Steam Ship 
Co.. Portland, Ore., said nine 
U.S. 
warships 
have 
been 
ordered to stand by 12 miles off 
shore from Sihanoukville, Cam­ 
bodia, 
where 
the 
ship 
is 
anchored. 


In Phnom Penh, Lloyd Rives, 
charge d’affaires of the U.S. 
embassy 
in 
Cambodia, con­ 
firmed the two alleged pirates 
asked for and were granted 
political asylum in Cambodia. 
But he said he knew nothing of 
their identity beyond the fact 
that both were Americans. 
Irving C. Thayer, president of 
the 
Columbia Line, said in 
Portland he could not identify 
the two, but confirmed McKay 
and Glatkowski both left the 
ship in Sihanoukville. 


The captain and 12 other 
crew 
members 
forced 
to 
accompany the hijackers re­ 
mained on the ship. The rest of 
the crew was put over the side 
in 
lifeboats through a fake 
bomb threat when the takeover 
occurred. 
They 
later were 
rescued by another ship. The 
vessel contains a cargo of 500- 
pound and 750-pound bombs, 
originally bound for Thailand. 
Rives said Cambodian author­ 
ities have been “ very coopera­ 
tive’’ and he expected to be 
able to make contact with some 
of the crew members shortly. 
He said the ship still is under 
the control of the Cambodian 
navy and “ I do not know when 
it will leave.” 
“ He also said it appeared 
that no violence was connecfed 
with the 
mutiny. 
Shipmates 
previously described the two 
men who took over the ship as 
pill-popping, pot-smoking “ hip­ 
pies.“ 
The last mutiny to hit a U.S. 
flag vessel happened in 1958 
aboard the SS Labrea Hills 
when the crew protested the 
lack of an electric drinking 
fountain. 
The only mutiny plot ever 
recorded aboard a U.S. military 
ship happened in 1842 when 
Philip Spencer, 19, the sc«i of 
President 
John Tyler’s war 
secretary, 
Canfield Spencer, 
plotted to take over the USS 
Somers for pirate purposes. He 
and 
two conspirators were 
hanged from a yard arm before 
the ship returned to port.

increased in Laos 


SAIGON 
(UPI)-The 
U.S. 
command today reported more 
American air strikes in support 
of government troops in Laos, 
where two more outposts fell to 
the North Vietnamese despite 
the bombing. 
Royal Laotian soldiers re­ 
treated from two hilltop out­ 
posts commanding approaches 
to the American support base 
at Sam 
Thong under heavy 
attack this morning, reports 
from Laos said. 
Military spokesmen in Saigon 
said B52s and smaller jets also 
pounded the Ho Chi Minh Trail, 
carrying record amounts of 
North Vietnamese arms and 
supplies 
southward into the 
Vietnam battlefield. 
The command Monday began 
announcing U.S. air missions in 
Laos, 
although 
the precise 
number 
and location of the 
strikes were not disclosed. 
With most of their missions 
in Laos, the B52s flew only 
three raids in South Vietnam 
overnight, dropping 450 tons of 
bombs on what were described 
as guerrilla troop concentra­ 
tions in the U Minh Forest 151 
miles south of Saigon and in 
Tay Ninh province bordering 
Cambodia. 
In Saigon, terrorists set off 
bombs that destroyed a South 
Vietnamese navy jeep Monday 
night, and a U.S. Army jeep 
today, wounding a Vietnamese 
sailor. 


The bombings in the capital 
were the fourth and fifth such 
incidents since Saturday when 
three bombs went off, killing 
one civilian and injuring seven 
others.

officials predicted an outbreak 
of terrorism in Saigon byaViet 
Cong sapper force operating in 
the city.

post. 
Sanchez is 27 years old, mar­ 
ried and the father of three chil­ 
dren. 
His wife is the form­ 
er Connie Torres of Lompoc. 
Sanchez lives in Santa Maria, 
but 
resided in Lompoc from 
1954 
to 
1957, 
and attended 
school 
here. His father, Rev. 
Daniel Sanchez was a minister 
of the local Mexican Baptist 
Church. 


Sanchez retired recently in 
order to conduct his campaign 
full time. 
He has six years 
law enforcement experience in­ 
cluding service with the San­ 
ta Maria Police Department, 
the California Highway Patrol 
and the county Sheriffs Depart­ 
ment. 
His education includes the 
Highway Patrol Academy inSac- 
ramento, 
the Riverside Sher­ 
iffs Academy. He holds certi­ 
ficates from the State of Cali­ 
fornia Commission on Peace 
Officer's Standards and Train­ 
ing, the Federal Bureau of In­ 
vestigation, 
and is presently 


completing studies toward an 
Associate of Science degree in 
law enforcement. 
Sanchez bases his campaign 
on the “ concept of unity, coop­ 
eration and understanding.” He 
believes he has the ability and 
the experience to motivate the 
individual Sheriff’s officer “ to 
become fully dedicated to his 
profession.” “ I am also con­ 
vinced,” he s a y s , “ that our 
main purpose is serving all the 
people of the county without re­ 
gard to race, creed, religious or 
political belief.” 
Sanchez believes the Sher­ 
iff’s Department “ has lost its 
maximum 
effectiveness 
be­ 
cause it has been operated by 
a few inefficient leaders.” He 
blames 
the 
inefficiency for 
some of what happened in the 
recent Isla Vista riots. 
Sanchez would develop a pro­ 
gram of prevention “by way of 
a sound public relations pro­ 
gram —” a program in his 
view that would have “ averted 
nearly all the injuries in the 
Isla Vista riots.” 
In 
other respects, Sanchez 
contends that Sheriff’s person­ 
nel 
‘ cannot 
openly express 
their views for fear of repri­ 
sal.” 


Cheers 
resounded 
in 
the 
Board of Supervisors hearing 
room late Monday as the board 
voted 4-1 to turn down the bid 
of a Newport Beach developer 
to set up a 650 unit mobile 
home park along the Goleta 
Valley shoreline wast of Santa 
Barbara Shores. 
The cheers came from con­ 
servationists and area home­ 
owners in the audience. 
The developer, P.G. Weit- 
graven, had appealed an adverse 
recommendation 
from 
the 
County Planning Commission. 
His only support came from 
Supervisor Francis H. Beattie, 
of Lompoc, as other board mem­ 
bers supported the motion of 
Supervisor Joe J. Callahan, of 
Santa Barbara, to sustain the 
planners’ denial. 
Beattie contended such pro­ 
jects are needed, and the county 
planners “ should decide where 
mobile parks fit in.” 


Supervisor Daniel G. Grant, 
of Goleta Valley, said the key 
issue was the contention of the 
planning department staff that 
the proposal for 650 units was 
far over the density standard 
of the valley master plan. Only 
470 homes could be built on 
the same property under con­ 
ventional subdivision plans, he 
showed. 
Weitgraven agreed to provide 
the beach front for public use, 
and set up access to it as well. 
He also said he would limit 
occupancy to 1,600 persons, 
but Planning Director Herbert 
Divelbiss 
argued 
the county 
could not enforce such a reg­ 
ulation. 
Weitgraven was asked if he 
could fit his project into master 
plan density of 470 units, and 
he said he could not. 
Ironically, the County Plan­ 
ning Commission a few weeks 
ago had been ready to approve 


the project, but asked for a 
week’s continuance to work out 
conditions. 
Weitgraven made 
the tactical error of seeking a 
decision that day and was turned 
down. 
In the interim, conservation­ 
ists reportedly waged a quick 
campaign to get signatures of 
protest. 
The supervisors received a 
petition with more than 200 
names of persons residing in 
adjacent Santa Barbara Shores 
asking that the project be turned 
down. 
Richard S. Whitehead, former 
county planning director, and a 
consultant appearing on behalf 
of the developer, claimed that 
mobile 
homes 
have 
an ad­ 
mittedly lower population count 
than tract homes. 
Whitehead felt the 1,600 per­ 
son limitation could In* enforced 
“ or you could close the project 
down.”

(UPI)-A 
thin oil film glazed Louisiana 
oyster-producing waters today 
and two larger slicks, each 10 
miles long, closed around an 
island 
haven for 
migratory 
birds. 
The eight-day-old oil spills 
were being fed by two renegade 
wells on Chevron Oil Compa­ 
ny's “ Charlie” platform, 12 
miles off the Louisiana Coast in 
the Gulf of Mexico. 
The main slick split into two 
fragmented arm s Monday and 
oozed 
along 
both 
sides 
of 
Breton Island, a bird refuge 10 
miles northeast of “ Charlie” 
platform and 12 miles each of 
the Louisiana shoreline. 
West of the island, a light, 
patchy “ rainbow” slick filtered 
into Black Bay, American Bay, 
California Bay and Bay Gar- 
dene. 
All four bays harbor 
oyster beds. 
McFadden Duffy, spokesman 
for the state Wild Life and 
Fisheries Commission, said the 
commission would monitor the 
bays today to determine if the 
oyster beds were being pollut­ 
ed. 
He said other investigators 
would be dispatched to Breton 
Island to see if any harm had 
been done the birds, which 
Duffy said numbered “ in the 
thousands.” 
A heavy oil slick could kill 
oysters, Duffy said, while a 
very 
light 
one might leave 
them 
unharmed. 
He 
said 
oysters could purge themselves 
of light pollution, given 21 days 
in clean water. 
Louisiana shrimp fishermen 
filed 
suit 
in federal court 
a g a i n s t Chevron Monday, 
claiming $70 million in potential 
pollution damage. Oyster fish­ 
ermen filed a sim ilar action 
Friday for $31.5 million. 
Chevron said “ Charlie” plat­ 
form’s No. 6 well, the chief 
pollution producer, might be 
killed today if workers drilling 
a relief well could connect with 
No. 6 under the Gulf floor and 
pump in 
heavy m aterial to 
choke it. 
No. 6 was one of 120 Chevron 
wells in the area operating 
without a federally required 
storm choke when “ Charlie” 
platform caught fire Feb. 10. A 
storm choke is a safety device 
designed to shut off oil flow 
from below if a well blows out. 


Pollution 


crackdowns 


backfired 


WASHINGTON 
(UP!) 
- 
Government crackdowns on air 
pollution have largely backfired 
by hiding pollution sources and 
producing “ pervasive 
bluish 
and grayish hazes. . .over at 
least half of the UnitedStates,” 
according to a veteran atmos­ 
pheric scientist. 
“ Pollution control agencies 
have succeeded in eliminating 
nearly all visible sources of air 
contamination in many urban 
localities,” Vincent J.Schaefer 
told the Senate’s air and water 
pollution 
subcommittee Mon­ 
day, 
Schaefer, 
who 
has 
been 
measuring 
atmospheric 
par­ 
ticles for more than 25 years, 
said exhaust and smokestack 
emissions have merely switch­ 
ed from the “ heavy’' particles 
of the past to gasses and small 
particles which produce a haze 
and remain in the air until 
cleaned out by rain or snow. 
The subcommittee, chaired 
by Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D- 
Maine, called Robert H. Finch, 
secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare (HEW) to testify 
today on the Nixon administra­ 
tion's air pollution proposals. 
Both Nixon's bill and a rival 
package 
offered 
by 
Muskie 
would 
sharply 
increase 
the 
federal role in combatting air 
pollution. Nearly all regulation 
so far has been by states and 
cities. 
Congress 
passed 
an 
Air 
Pollution Act in 1967 calling for 
air quality standards by region, 
but only 28 of 57 proposed 
regions have been designated 
and only one —Philadelphia — 
has submitted standards and 
had them approved. 
Schaefer, director of the At­ 
mospheric Sciences Research 
Center, State University of New 
York, in Albany, testified he 
was 
“ dismayed 
by 
the 
all 
pervasive bluish and grayish 
hazes that increasingly limit 
the visibility of distant hills and 
mountains and even the ground 
as seen from a high flying 
plane.” 
“ . . .We have to rethink how 
we put our industrial facilities 
together,” Schaefer said. 
We ought to outlaw chimneys 
. . . We ought to design a new 
approach so we have horizontal 
chimneys, 
and 
make 
the 
particles as big as possible so 
we 
can 
get 
them 
out 
by 
gravity. 
“ . . .Once it gets out as this 
bluish haze there’s no way in 
the world to get it back.”

New Orleans, with Tulane 
Stadium’s 
near 
83,000 seats 
and a net income of more than 
$4 million for pro football from 
the 1970 championship game, 
was considered the favorite. 
Miami, host of two Super 
Bowl contests, was expected to 
make strong offers to land the 
title game for the third time. 
But it was the general feeling 


that if Miami's 70,000 seat 
Orange Bowl is selected, cries 
would rise over the Super Bowl 
being “ locked in" at one city. 
George W, Healy Jr., vice 
president and executive editor 
of the New Orleans Times- 
Picayune and one of a four- 
member New Orleans delega­ 
tion, said Monday, “ The Super 
Bowl should not be locked in at 
one city. I don’t think New 
Orleans should have it all the 
time. But 1 do think that the 
Super Bowl should be played 
there in 1971." 
Houston’s 
Astrodome 
was 
pulled out of the running when 
it was announced in Houston 
Monday that due to a lack of 
hotel accommodations, the town 
will not bid for the Super Bowl.

PORT VILA, NEW HEBRIDES 
—This column comes to 
our 
readers from the New Hebrides, 
a group of islands some three 
hours flying time from Nadi and 
south of the Soloman Islands. 
Before leaving our “ pearl of 
the Pacific,” Korolevu, we had 
the experience of witnessing the 
Bequa 
Island 
firewalkers in 
their ceremonial rites. Our bet­ 
ter half was invited to attend 
as guest of honor at this and 
the Yakona ceremony, one of 
the few times that a female 
has been accorded this honor. 
This was sprung upon us at 
the last moment by our host, 
Hector MacDonald, one of the 
mainstays of Korolevu and we 
thank him very much for the op­ 
portunity to be a guest at the 
ceremony with a celebrated F iji 
chief, Ratu Mara, a relative to 
the prime minister of F iji. 
All we can say is that our 
better half carried through the 
Yakona ceremony with her usual 
aplomb and grace. We must ad­ 
mit that we were very proud 
of her. 
As far as the firewalking is 
concerned we investigated it be­ 
fore 
and during the ceremony 
and can answer that there was 
no trickery involved. The rocks 
had been heating for most of the 
day and by the time of the cere­ 
mony were white hot. The walk­ 
ers ran around them; and came 
out without a trace of a burn 
or blister. 
Many reasons have been ad­ 
vanced as to the condition of 
the walkers. We can’t say any­ 
thing, knowing nothing beyond 
that which we actually witness­ 
ed from a few feet away. 
We were indeed sorry to be 
departing F iji. We like people 
and leave many friends, of whom 
it is entirely possible we will 
never see again. F iji, like many 
other places, is beginning to 
turn to tourism in a big way 
and dollar itself to death. Pric­ 
es are rising out of reason on 
many goods so we are glad to 
have seen the country at its 
best several years ago when 
one could buy bananas and pa­ 
payas cheaper 
than 
in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Taking an early 
morning 
plane to Port Vila, we put up 
for the night at the Vate Hotel. 
Unfortunately for us, this hos­ 
telry was in the middle of town. 
The manager suggested that we 
look over the Lagoon Hotel, 
which was under the same man­ 
agement but on a lagoon. 
We took the advice and chang­ 
ed locations to a site where we> 
could live the simple life, over­ 
looking a placid lagoon surroun­ 
ded by outrigger canoes and co­ 
conut trees. 
New Hebrides has a peculiar 
set up of government, what they 
call a condomidium of French 
and British with local melane- 
sian authorities. French is the 
popular 
language 
with “ pid­ 
gin” English next. As with Fi­ 
ji, prices here are also be­ 
ginning to soar. Both hotels 
were $16 a day and old-fashion­ 
ed. Food prices are the big ob­ 
stacle but when we figure our 
pre-trip costs, we are always 
generous and find we can usu­ 
ally remain within our cost 
sheet. All employes are French 
and since we speak the lan­ 
guage we 
had 
little trouble 
making ourselves understood.

The Lagoon Hotel has been 
literally carved out of the jun­ 
gle and is surrounded by native 
villages among the coco palms 
and 
Pandanus 
trees. 
Time 
passes very slowly in this heav­ 
enly resort. In spite of the cri­ 
ticism of the French and their 
attitude toward Americans, we 
have never been accorded such 
kind and courteous treatment. 
We needed only to express a 
wish and it was carried out. 
The hotel was staffed mostly by 
young Frenchmen who might 
have every reason to express 
the “ Yankee go home” policy. 
But it was not and we talk 
enough French to sense what 
has been said or implied. 
We had the use of some por- 
ouges, or outrigger canoes, that 
our better half was ingrigued by. 
Having been an expert canoist 
in her younger days on the East 
Coast, she could not take the 
paddle fast enough and handled 
the fragile affair in such a man­ 
ner to amaze the local hotel 
staff. 
I finally went out as a pas­ 
senger 
— at first in somewhat 
of a cautious manner. Follow­ 
ing instructions, we were never 
dumped in the ocean, not that 
it would matter since the water 
was 
milk - warm. Too many 
“ crown of thorns” starfish are 
on the bottom and these foot- 
long creatures with red and 
black spines are said to be 
poisonous. The beche de mer, 
or sea cucumbers, were plenti­ 
ful and were horrible slug­ 
like 
creatures that 
must no 
doubt be the lowest form of 
animal life. They do, however, 
command a high price from 
the Chinese, who are reported 
to consider them a choice sea 
food. As 
far 
as swimming 
was concerned, we were forced 
to take it easy since we were 
inclined to over-do it. 
During our stay here we took 
a tour of the native villages. 
We were fortunate to meet a lo­ 
cal lady who took us in her car, 
knowing all the spots to see that 
few 
tourists have seen. For a 
modest cash outlay for car ex­ 
penses we were rewarded with 
an instructive drive into the 
hinterlands of Vati Island. As 
we 
were 
in 
latitude 
ap­ 
proximately 14 degrees, it was 
naturally 
extremely warm, or 
as they say here “ coolith.” 
We would like to have visit­ 
ed Santo and other islands where 
the natives are not so very 
Jong removed from cannibal­ 
ism. We saw pictures of them, 
huge fellows with little or no 
clothing and the women were 
very small and deformed, so 
much so as to be almost pig­ 
mies. 
We have also had the experi­ 
ence of “ pidgin” English, a 
very incomprehensible tongue 
used by the bush natives includ­ 
ing phrases like: 
“ Mary go 
long piece small way side side,” 
which means: “ Woman go along 
the highway a long way, then 
turn off a side road a short 
way.” Mary means woman, fel­ 
low is boy or man. All is very 
hard to understand what actual­ 
ly has been said. 
The town of Vila is an up 
and coming small port with con­ 
siderable 
native 
boat trade. 
Some tour ships have alrea­ 
dy started visiting and no doubt 
the place will shortly become a 
real touristtrapwhenthe Amer­ 
ican dollar gets to be plentiful. 
Now we are looking forward 
to our return to the States and 
the resumption of our regular 
hunting and fishing column.

He went around asking. “ They 
had to take him out in San 
Francisco.” 
Pappas didn’t hear the gag 
until only the other day. When 
he did, he didn’t exactly fall off 
the bench laughing. 
“ Big joke,” said the Braves 
30-year-old righthander,rather 
flatly. “ That’s a reputation I 
got a long time ago, that I’m 
only a five inning pitcher, and I 
have 
to 
get people to 
stop 
thinking that way. It gets on 
your nerves hearing it all of the 
time. I’ve gotten to the point 
now where I just ignore it. You 
know I 
have 
won 156 ball 
games. I didn’t do that with 
m irrors.” 
The record book bears out 
Pappas. 
It shows 
he 
has 
averaged 
14 victories a year 
from the time he broke in with 
Baltimore back in 1958 until 
last year and that’s not bad. 
But the book also shows the 
last time he ever completed 
more 
than six games in a 
single season was five years 
ago. And that’s not good. He 
completed only one game last 
year when he was 6-10 for the 
Braves and that’s not too good 
either. 
“ Last year was disastrous,” 
Pappas concedes. “ It was the 
first real bad one I’ve had in 12 
years. I started out feeling good 
and throwing good and then got 
involved in a lot of low scoring 
ball games. I figured it out, 
that in the first 15 games I 
pitched, the club scored 1.8 
runs 
a 
game 
while 
I was 
pitching.” 
Milt Pappas has a good head 
for 
figures. He figures out 


things like that. He also did 
some other figuring and con­ 
cluded 
his job as Atlanta’s 
player 
representative 
w a s 
wearing him down. So shortly 
after he came down here this 
spring he stood up and made a 
brief speech. 
“ Gentlemen, 
you’d 
better 
start looking for another player 
rep,” he said. “ I’m resigning.” 
Pappas 
feels 
part of his 
trouble last year was that he 
was thinking about the prob­ 
lems 
of 
Atlanta’s 24 other 
players. 
Many other players 
reps feel the same way as 
Pappas and say essentially the 
some thing. Ball players do 
not discriminate. They don’t 
only bug the front office. They 
bug their player reps as well. 
“ I 
have to start thinking 
about myself for a change,” he 
says. 
“ This 
is the first time I’ve 
ever 
come 
down 
to spring 
training without the assurance 
of being a starting pitcher. I 
thought about it all winter and 
it scared me.” 
Pappas 
had some 
other 
problems also. The restaurant 
he owned in Baltimore with a 
partner wasn’t going well and 
when he got back from Viet 
Nam he called the partner and 
discussed the 
possibility 
of 
closing the place. Two weeks 
later the partner committed 
suicide. 
“ That’s the kind of year it 
was,” Pappas says. 
“ Now I’ve gotta go out and 
show people 1 can do it. The 
Braves were very good to me. 
They could’ve cut me a lot but 
they didn’t. I know whom I 
have to thank for that. Paul 
Richards. 
You hear a lotta 
things about him but he’s a fair 
man. He'll do anything for a 
ball player. He never hurts any 


of ’em. The good things you 
never hear about Paul Rich­ 
ards.” 
Pappas may have resigned as 
player rep but he’s still a 
strong believer in the Players 
Association 
and 
in 
Marvin 
Miller, 
who 
is 
doing 
an 
extraordinarily fine job for all 
the players. Pappas, however, 
also believes in the general 
structure of the game itself. 
“ Ball players ought to get 
down on their knees every night

In fact, the probability is 
the 1RS doesn’t really be­ 
lieve the " a v e r a g e tax­ 
payer” bit either \ number 
of working agents hold con­ 
flicting private view s. 


Says one 1RS investigator 
in thé national headtpiarters: 
“There is no way of tell­ 
ing how m any average peo­ 
ple cheat on their returns. 
You can only guess on your 
experience.

The w ays of m anipulating 
figures on tax returns are 
m any, the c h a n c e s of a 
sm all-tim e m anipulator be­ 
ing caught are few. And so, 
in the words of one long-tim e 
IRS m an. “ For every cheater 
we catch, thousands more 
get by free.” 
Not that it’s all so easy for 
the cheats. 
H a r d l y . 
IRS 
com puters now scan the na­ 
tion’s 77 m illion annual re­ 
turns with p r o g r a m m e d 
m e m o r i e s that can spot 
m any 
irregularities. 
Thou­ 
sands of tax experts are sta ­ 
tioned to determ ine if such 
irregularities are honest or 
deliberate errors. And som e 
1,900 
IRS 
special 
investi­ 
gators I of the Elliot N ess 
“U n t o u c h a b le s ” 
ilk) 
are 
ready to investigate any in­ 
dications of c r i m i n a l tax 
fraud 


This network can grab the 
big and the sm all. 


Last year, as an exam ple, 
the 
IRS 
web 
investigated 
117,000 
allegations 
of 
lax 
fraud—and a m o n g m any, 
m any 
others 
uncovered 
a 
clergym an in Chicago who 
lied on his form s, a city at­ 
torney in New York State 
who w as fined 
$10,000 for 
delinquency and an ex-IRS 
agent who falsely filed for 
$30,000 in refund claim s. 


There w as also the house­ 
w ife in California. She w as 
nabbed for falling to file on 
her husband’s incom e. E ver 
She explained that she w as 
going to file once, in 1953, 
but she forgot to m ail the 
form s. So discouraged w as 
she with this oversight, she 
just didn’t bother with taxes 
again for the next 15 years. 


But even though the IRS 
does often unm ask the tax 
cheat, it is, in truth, seldom 
the “ a v e r a g e taxp ayer.” 
M ostly, it’s the big fellow s 
—the 
M afia 
enforcer 
who 
fails to report $350,OUO in­ 
com e. the Army o f f i c e r 
whose form s never m ention 
the $60,000 he m akes in Sai­ 
gon’s black m arket, the lum ­ 
ber com pany executive who 
diverts over $1 m illion from 
com pany to private funds. 


Now and then, a federal 
agent will investigate a m e­ 
chanic who paints houses on 
the side and doesn’t report 
the earnings. But very, very 
seldom . 


“ VVe 
j u s t 
don't 
h a v e 
enough m en to bother witl? 
the sm all stu ff,” says a top 
field agent. “ W e’ve got 1,900 
in the investigation division, 
but 
only 
1,600 
are 
field 
agents. Twenty-two per cent 
of our energy is spent on 
racketeers; we are now hav­ 
ing a big push in the area of 
corporations. There is end­ 
less p a p e r w o r k and long 
hours 
involved. 
VVe 
ca n ’t 
spread out any thinner.” 


If 
the

large, it will probably con­ 
tinue to be so. The entire tax 
collection structure is built 


on the principle of voluntary 
self a s s e s s m e n t . .And be­ 
sides. according to tax men. 
there just isn’t 
any great 
clam or in the nation to crack 
down on sm all tax cheaters 
Sighs an IRS man: 
“ Y ou’ve got to rem em ber 
that there is no stigm a at­ 
tached to tax evasion in this 
country. It’s illegal, but peo­ 
ple don’t look on it as being 
like stealing or the like .Al­ 
most the opposite, in fact. 
I’ll send a com pany vice- 
president to prison this year 
tor tax fraud. N ext year he’ll 
get out. go back to his com ­ 
pany—and be p r e s i d e n t , 
probably. 
T here’s 
just 
no 
stigm a 
People 
don’t

dem n tax cheating. I don’t 
knqw why. M aybe the reason 
is because so m any people 
are guilty th em selves.”

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Significant gain 


The National Alliance of Businessmen was formed a cou­ 
ple of years ago, with government blessing and partial as­ 
sistance, with the goal of encouraging private business and in­ 
dustry to hire and train the nation’s “ hard-core” unemployed 
who were previously considered unhirable and untrainable. 
The alliance reported a few days ago that its efforts thus 
far had resulted in the hiring of 360,140 hard-core unemploy­ 
ed, most of them Negroes in the inner cities. About 75 per 
cent of them have been trained at the expense of private in­ 
dustry, the rest under contracts from the Department of La­ 
bor. 
Some of these people were so far out of things that they 
had to be taught how to use alarm clocks and how to read the 
destination signs of buses to be able to get to work. 


More than 200,000 of those hired during the past two 
years are still working at their first jobs. Many of the others, 
say alliance officials, have moved on to other jobs and not 
back to the ranks of the unemployed. 
There are now 23,520 companies in the alliance. 
I 
While small compared to the millions of Americans still 
suffering deprivations of various kinds of degrees, these fig­ 
ures are more than a mere drop in the bucket. This rec­ 
ord represents more than just a minor victory in a minor 
skirmish in the war on poverty. 


It is something of which American businessmen can be 
proud, and on which they can continue to build. 


Draining Israe 


Israel is unquestionably a standout among nations. In the 
view of much of the world, for sheer grit, if nothing else. 
Recently, the Israelis learned they have moved into a posi­ 
tion of world leadership in another but considerably less de­ 
sirable category — taxation. Only a shade behind the welfare- 
happy Swedes among the world’ s most heavily taxed peoples, 
they are now paying 45.7 per cent of the national income in 
taxes (in front-running Sweden, the figure is 46.5 per cent). 
If this heavy tithing of the national purse were being 
plowed back into economic and social development, it would 
be both bearable and admirable. 
Hut it is not 
of course. Most of it — 80 per cent of all tax­ 
es, up to 25 per cent of the gross national product — goes for 
arms^ a fearsomely unpnxluctive drain on a nation desperately 
in need of development capital yet desperately necessary to 
Israel’s very survival. 
In presenting the 1970-71 budget to parliament, Finance 
Minister Pinhas Sapir noted that Israel’s foreign currency 
expenditures on weapcjns have climbed from $140 million 
in 1966 to an estimated $650 million for the current year, 
noting that this is “ the main, if not the sole, reason why Is­ 
rael’s trade deficit has doubled from $445 million in l% 6 
to $930 million last year.” During the same period, the foreign 
currency debt has risen to $2.1 billion, astronomical for a 
nation of 2.5 million.

Such is the cost of the unended Mideast war, frightful enough 
for this one most - committed participant but far from limited 
to Israel alone. Israel, with its fragile economy and the neces­ 
sity of paying cash or close to it for the arm s it obtains grudg­ 
ingly from the West, bears the greatest direct burden. But 
the cost in diverted resources and attention from pressing 
domestic problems in Egypt (and quite possibly the eventual 
bill for the repeated replenishment of its Soviet weapons) 
and the other frontline Arab states may in the long run prove 
even greater. 


And beyond this, there is the cost to the great powers 
drawn into the conflict, the suppliers of the weapons and po­ 
tentially the biggest losers should Arab - Israeli hostilities 
again get out of hand. 
There are again faintly encouraging noises from the drag- 
ged-out great power consultations on the Mideast. The French, 
in particular, are hinting at a potential compromise in U.S. 
and Soviet positions which both Israeli’ s and Arabs might 
conceivably accept. 


But against the rising tempo of strike and counterstrike 
acro ss the actual battlelines, these reports take on a fairy 
tale quality. No one seem s yet prepared to acknowledge that 
the candle can never be worth the cost. 


The hearing 


The glare of kleig lights remains 
on Santa Barbara. 
Television crews came again over the 
weekend. They set up their hot, blinding 
ligiits and their cam eras. 
Coming 
with them 
to the top floor 
of the County Administration Building 
and in the ornate supervisors’ hearing 
room came the radio men, and the 
newspaper reporters. 
Wlien Sen. Frank E. Moss, D-Utah, 
rapped for order, two days of hearings 
on five Congressional 
measures de­ 
signed to stop or curtail Santa Bar­ 
bara Cliannel oil drilling, as well as 
prospective onslaughts in other coastal 
areas by the oil ir^ustry got underway. 
Tlie oil companies, drilling companies 
and ironically linkcKl with them somehow 
— the interior Dei)artment and its U.S. 
Geological Survey-chose to remain aloof 
from testifying UTore the Senate Inter­ 
ior sub-committee of which Sen. Moss 
was chairman. The committee was told 
their testimony will be given in the 
more friendly confines of the nation’s 
Capitol later in the spring when the com­ 
mittee holds further hearings to deter­ 
mine fate of the mea.siire.s 
As ex-State Sen. Alvin C. Weingand, 
who helped orginate the movement now 
known as GOO (Get Oil Out!) put it, 
they seem not anxious “ to stir up the 
natives.” 
The natives were out in force, but 
did not quite pack the hearing room 
which can seat about 200 jiersons. Teach­ 
ers brougtit students, fathers brought 
their sons, and young mothers anxious 
to hear what is being done to protect 
the beaches brought babies who could 
not be left at home. 
There were well - dressed men and 
women in the audience; there were ycxing 
persons with long hair and beards, some 
taking notes. 
Santa Barbara has become a city 
where youthful radicalism has sprouted 
on the wings of war, college unrest, 
and a channel oil slick that has stayed 
since the explosive oil eruption or the 
Union Oil Co. lease 5.5 miles off San­ 
ta Barbara on a late January afternoon 
in 1969. 
A courteous, peppery little man who 
seemed genuinely pleased to be out of the 
blustery March weather in Washington, 
Sen. Moss welcomed some 45 witnesses 
to the stand. 
Conservationists, both calm and im­ 
passioned, made their points. So did city 
and county officials from Santa Barbara, 
Monterey, Orange, and even northern 
California counties concerned with the 
threat of coastline oil slicks. 
Democratic gubernatorial candidate 
Je s s Unruh, challenging Gov, Ronald Rea- 
gaii whom he says has not done enougti 


to end Santa Barbara’s oil c risis, had 
his say. He urged action to sweep the 
oil industry from the channel “ and let 
their legal people worry about what to 
do’’ about compensation. 
The parade of witnesses carried on 
through Saturday. 
Rep. Charles Teague, R-Ojai, said he 
is 
revising his oil lease swap bill. 
Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., created 
a stir when he said the oil slick hov­ 
ering around the Atlantic - Richfield’ s 
Platform Holly in state tidelands off 
Goleta might be from a new oil leak in 
the channel. 
Weingand asked for a Congressional 
probe into the Interior Department for 
its relations with the oil Industry. 
The TV cameramen had left and the 
sharp lights were turned off when a 
little man with sparse, white hair came 
to testify. Nobody seemed to know who 
Theodore Schoenman was. 
Schoenman proceeded to outdo the 
staunchest and bitterest conservation- 
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'7 belong to * Activists Anonymous.” Whenever I see a 
cause in which I want to become involved, I call another 
member— and he talks me out of it!”

Schoen­ 
man, 65, is the father of the notorious 
Ralph Schoenman, 33, who was widely 
felt to be the guiding genius behind 
Lord Russell’ s “ war crim es tribunal” 
launched against U.S. involvement in 
Vietnam. 
Schoenman, before lapsing back into 
obscurity, said something that the beard­ 
ed, young men in the back rows wrote 
down in their pads: “ A movie script 
could be written about this oil thing,” 
he said. “ It could be entitled ‘How to 
Radicalize a Conservative Community 
in One Short Year.’ ” The bearded 
young men nodded in agreement. 


I am reliably informed that former 
French Communist party leader Roger 
Garaudy, 56, is secretly visiting Prague. 
His Red bedfellows there like him bet­ 
ter than do the Parisians. 
In February some 1,200 French dele­ 
gates m et'in the im­ 
mense concrete and 
glass hall at P aris’ s 
suburban Nauterre, a 
Communist 
strong­ 
hold, for a five - day 
session of the party’s 
19th Congress. Gar­ 
audy’ s Central Com­ 
mittee and Politburo 
rivals spun him like 
a 
bull 
among 
the 
capes of the matador, 
gave him the boot and relegated him to 
the rank and file for criticizing thei»' 
Kremlin m asters’ reinvasion of Czecho­ 
slovakia. 
French Communist party membership 
has fallen from about one million after 
World War II to about 500,000. Cut in 
half. But Garaudy’s party remains the 
biggest in France, hasincreasedby 270,- 
000 from the low point of 230,000 in 
1961, and gained 55,000 during last year 
alone. The demonstrated Communist vote 
in French national elections is around 
four million from this nucleus. 
Much of this Increase was admitted­ 
ly due to Garaudy, but even his mild 
criticism of Moscow in defense of ousted 
Red Czech leader Alexander Dubcek and 
of Czechoslovakia was more than enough 
to chop him out of office. 
Garaudy 
told the Czechs that Italian 
Communist i^rty leader Luigi Longo had 
told him that the Communist party there 
(the largest in the free world) had well 
infiltrated the Italian forzarmade, an 
army branch directly under the Ministry 
of Defense with access to the arm s and 
arm or. But Garaudy believes that Longo, 
whose Czechoslovakia stand at a Milan 
conclave in February was sim ilar to 
Garaudy’s at Nauterre, is also on thin 
ice. 
Garaudy’ s Prague colleagues shunned 
the party headquarters and met him sec­ 
retly in a private house off Loretta 
Square, which is outside the Czerin 
Palace where Foreign Minister Jan Mas- 
aryk met his death so suspiciously in 
1948. Behind closed doors they informed 
the ousted Frenchman a group called 
the Bedrlch Biheller Committee had 
found 
that 
hundreds 
of 
Czech for­ 
eign service officers have been dis­ 
m issed and many imprisoned for “ re­ 
porting objectively on foreign develoj> 
ments which proved true.” 
As far back as 1954 Czech Foreign 
Minister Vlado Clements himself was 
condemned to death and executed for 
this same sin and so have numerous 
Jewish foreign ministry employes, in­ 
cluding Rudolff Slausky, the Jewish Sec­ 
retary General of their Czech Communist 
party. 
Garaudy was likewise filled in on an 
aftermath of the famous 1967 arrest of 
Czech-born American Vladimir Kazan- 
Komark. When the Soviet diverted to 
Prague a Moscow - Paris airliner so 
that Kazan - Komark could be arrested 
there he had a brother in Czechoslova­ 
kia named Miroslav. Although U.S. citi­ 
zen Kazan-Komark was ultimately re­ 
leased after a show trial and returned 
to Boston, Miroslav was arrested and 
sentenced to 10 years in Prague’s Ruz- 
yne prison merely because his brother 
Vladimir knew him. 
Garaudy also gleaned the information 
tliat the Kremlin had stopped shipping to 
Indonesia that needed replacement parts 
for the forces the Soviet equipped to sup­ 
port ousted President Sukarno, and that 
MIG’ S 
artillery, 
trucks, 
ships, etc., 
which require Russian parts, are rusting 
in Indonesia. 
The 
Kremlin move, they said, has 
practically collapsed Indonesia’ s mili­ 
tary 
power 
and was suggested by the 
North Vie^jiam Communist bigwigs in 
Hanoi, 
Meanwhile, 
several amusing stories 
come out of Prague, for Czech humor is 
hard 
to kill even in a frightened Com­ 
munist state. 
A bureaucrat went to buy some tea. 
“ Russian or C hinese?’ the storekeeper 
asked. “ Make it coffee Instead,” he 
said. 
A citizen saw two autos in Wences- 
las Square, a Rolls-Royce and a drab 
little Russian Moskvich, “ Which do you 
lik e ?’ a bystander asked. “ The Mosk^ 


vich,” muttered the Czech. “ You don’t 
know your c a rs,” 
said the man. “ I 
know my c ars,” answered the Czech. 
“ But I don’ t know you.” 
A man reports to the Prague police 
that “ two Swiss soldiers stole my So­ 
viet watch.” “ Don’t you mean two So­ 
viet soldiers stole your Swiss watch?” 
the 
policeman 
asked. “ You said it, I 
didn’t,” replied the citizen. 
I understand that Garaudy, who has 
literally disappeared from France, in­ 
tends 
to 
remain 
in Czechoslovakia

‘Hotline’ appeal 


There was a time and not too long ago 
when many people including this reporter 
tended to discount some of the horror 
stories on drug abuse in Lompoc Val­ 
ley. It seemed to this reporter that the 
incidence of serious involvement and ad­ 
diction was far le ss here than in say 
the San Fernando Valley or in East Los 
Angeles. That still may be true, rela­ 
tively speaking, but the local drug scene 
has been thrown into sharper focus last 
week by a series of incidents of a com­ 
pelling nature. 
Sh eriffs deputies r- 
arrested two 14 year- 
old boys for selling 
marijuana in Lompoc 
Shopping Center. 
A 
suspected marijuana 
user tried to com- 
mit suicide in Lom­ 
poc Jail apparently 
because of problems 
arising from his in­ 
volvement with nar­ 
cotics. 
There were a couple o farrests on sus­ 
picion of heroin sales; and at least two 
alleged heroin addicts were taken into 
custody (for their own welfare and treat­ 
ment). 
All that should be enough to con­ 
vince those who have turned only half an 
ear in the direction of drug abuse con­ 
trol appeals. It should also be enough to 
make 
parents check their kid’ s inner 
arm s for needle marks, and to inspect 
their eyes for telltale dilation irregular­ 
ities. When in doubt, call the police de­ 
partment for assistance. You will get 
help. It’s better to come forth now, to act 
decisively while there is still time to aid 
loved ones. 
The fight against drug abuse is be­ 
ginning to jell. Volunteer officials of the 
Drug Abuse Clinic are taking steps to 
organize a “ hotline” telephone number 
to aid those who need help. Two of the 
officials, both mothers of boys caught 
in the narcotics net, came to my office 
last Friday. They and others, including 
Jack Hanstein, that fine advocate of 
young people, are negotiating for a spe­ 
cial telephone number, possibly with the 
letters “ h-o-t-l-i-n-e.” 
The two mothers frankly admitted that 
they were inexperienced in the work of 
aiding drug or narcotics u sers. One of 
them even admitted she had no idea 
how she was going to aid her own son, 
but she was determined to try. Her re­ 
cent entry into the communitywide fight 
against the ravages of drug abuse and 
adiction, were testimony enough to her 
concern for her own son. 
The hotjine number will be m ann^ 
seven days a week between the hours of 
6 p.m., and midnight. Cost of the tele­ 
phone utility service will be defrayed by 
donations which have already begun to 
come in. Junior Alpha Club has donated 
$50 and other clubs, persons and or­ 
ganizations will have contributed by the 
time this is read. 
Lines of communications for donations 
and assistance in drug related problems 
will be difficult until the hotline is ac­ 
tually in operation. In the meantime, 
citizens can call or write this reporter 
or communicate with the police depart­ 
ment or Sh eriffs departments. Or why 
not consult your clergyman.? 
But all this brings another thought to 
mind. Some months ago I wrote a col­ 
umn higtilighting the unique neighbor- 
toneighbor approach of then-supervisor 
and now Assemblyman Ken MacDonald, 
D-Ventura; Ken told an audience sim ilar 
to many 
tliat 
have been meeting in 
Lompoc recently that we shouldn’t over­ 
look the value of a person-to-person ap­ 


proach to all problems facing people. 
He felt there should be more inter­ 
change among people in a community on 
problems that affected someone. Not gos­ 
sip, but the genuine kind of sympathetic 
attention. Ken told the story of the man 
who would call him at two or three in 
the morning. “ What did you d o ? ’ Ken 
was asked. “ 1 didn’t do anything, just 
listened to the man. He was my neigh­ 
bor and he had problems and no one to lis­ 
ten to them.”
